WASHINGTON-A former 
Nazi editor, who was Adolf 
Hitler’s leading propagandist in 
occupied Slovakia during the 
1940’s, has now become a 
power 
on 
the 
Republican 
National Committee. 
He is Dr. Joseph Pauco, 
who trumpeted the Nazi line 
throughout Slovakia and hailed 
the Nazi persecution of the 
Jews. 
As late as 1957, he 
defended 
his 
past 
Nazi 
persecution activities as "the 
cause 
of 
great 
and sacred 
truth.” 
Yet this notorious ex-Nazi 
was invited by President Nixon 
to attend a White House prayer 
service on Sept. 12. While no 
other White House worshiper 
may have been more in need of 
prayer, it is ironical that Pauco 
should wind up at a Nixon 
devotional. For his mentor and 
mahatma, Joseph Tiso, the 
puppet dictator of Slovakia, 
was hanged as a war criminal. 
Hitler ended his bloody 
conquest of Czechoslavakia by 
dividing 
the 
country 
and 
installing Tiso as the ruler of 
Slovakia. 
Pauco was named 
editor-in-chief 
of 
Tiso’s 
official organ, Slovak, which 
became the strident voice of 
the Nazi regime. In effect, 
Pauco 
became 
Slovakia’s 
Joseph Goebbels. 
One 
of 
Pauco’s 
close 
associates in the Nazi hierarchy 
was Dr. J. M. Kirschbaum, who 
has been accused by the Jewish 
Community Council in Prague 
of sending Slovakian Jews to 
the gas chambers in Auschwitz 
and other murder camps. 
PICTURE PROOF 
Kirschbaum 
denies 
the 
charge. But we have dug out, at 
least, an old newspaper picture 
of Kirschbaum in his Slovak SS 
uniform, his hand raised in the 
Hitler salute. 
Pauco 
and 
Kirschbaum 
escaped Tiso’s fate by fleeing 
to the West. Pauco reached the 
U. S. in 1950; Kirschbaum got 
only as far as Toronto. 
Eventually, Pauco took 
over the weekly newspaper, 


Slovak 
v 
Amerike, 
in 
Middletown, Pa., and named 
his old friend Kirschbaum as an 
adviser. 
The 
natty, 
charming 
Pauco was brought into the 
R e p u b l i c a n 
N a t i o n a l 
C o m m i t t e e 
as 
chief 
Slovak-American adviser by the 
former 
chairman, 
Interior 
Secretary Rogers Morton. The 
present 
chairman, 
Kansas 
Senator* Bob Dole, appointed 
Pauco 
comptroller 
of 
the 
committee’s ethnic council. 
Pauco is also serving as a 
Nixon appointee on the Small 
Business 
Administration 
advisory council. 
Not long ago, Pauco and 
Kirschbaum helped to establish 
the Slovak World Congress, and 
they held a meeting in Toronto 
in June. They were showered 
with greetings from Senators 
John Tower, R-Tex., Strom 
Thurmond, 
R-S.C., 
Roman 
Hruska, R-Neb., and others. 
Senators 
Robert 
Taft, 
R-Ohio, and Claiborne Pell, 
D-R. I., actually showed up in 
Toronto 
to 
address 
the 
meeting. 
From the White House on 
down, 
these 
prominent 
Americans can be excused for 
being unaware of the Nazi 
backgrounds 
of 
Pauco 
and 
Kirschbaum. But the official 
who is supposed to keep track 
of ex-Nazis, Assistant Attorney 
General Robert Mardian, the 
Justice Department’s internal 
security 
specialist, 
also 
attended the Toronto affair. 
SECURITY OFFICIAL DUPED 
Incredibly, Mardian told 
the ex-Nazis and their pals that 
he felt "expecially akin to you 
and your organization.” He 
declared stirringly: "It is a 
common heritage that binds us 
together here today.” 
Then, with an oratorical 
flourish that must have caused 
Pauco 
and 
Kirschbaum 
to 
choke, 
Mardian 
added, 
"It 
matters 
not 
whether 
a 
dictatorship 
is 
communist, 
fascist or Nazi-all dictatorships 
are 
without 
respect 
for 
T 


liberty.” 
Mardian 
might 
have 
picked up a clue to Pauco’s 
Nazi 
past 
by 
reading 
his 
biography in Who’s Who. For 
Pauco 
lists 
among 
his 
a c c o m p l i s h m e n t s 
the 
editorship of the old Slovak 
daily. If this was missed by 
Mardian, it was picked up by 
an amateur Nazi hunter and 
Democratic Party official, Bill 
Quinn, who identified the daily 
as a Nazi mouthpiece. 
He tipped us off, and we 
have now traced Pauco’s past 
in old Library of Congress 
records, books and newspapers. 
"There 
is 
only 
one 
alliance, and that alliance is 
with Germany,” wrote Pauco 
in a signed editorial on Sept. 
17, 1944. Again on Oct. 11, 
1944, he printed: “The great 
German Reich, led by Fuehrer 
Adolf Hitler, proved to the 
Slovaks its benevolence.” 


In 
a 
typical 
diatribe 
against 
the Jews, his Nazi 
newspaper declared on Sept. 3, 
1944: 
"We all know about 
their moral decay and their 
murderous 
hatred 
of 
the 
Christian people.” 


Is it possible that Pauco, 
now 57, has changed his views 
after 
25 years? As late as 
August, while he was preparing 
to pray with the President, he 
praised the war criminal Tiso as 
a "m artyr.” 
Footnote: 
My associate 
Les Whitten reached Pauco at 
Middletown. He denied that his 
wartime newspaper was a Nazi 
organ. "I ran a Slovak paper,” 
he said. 
Asked the paper’s 
attack on the Jews, he said at 
first, "I can’t remember,” then 
declared: "We were friends of 
the Jews.” He added heartily, 
"Anybody who says we were 
Nazis is full of baloney.” The

seeking shortening of his 10 
year sentence on grounds of 
illness, namely, diabetes. 
He is Peter Weber by 
name, and in the past two 
fiscal years’ record of his all- 
powerful Operating Engineers 
Local 
825 
here, 
drew 
an 
average of $173,000 annually. 
Being a chap of horizons 
as wide as the mouth of his 
black 
bag, 
Weber, 
without 
whose permission one really 
couldn’t construct, build or use 
heavy machinery in 11 Eastern 
states ranging from Maine to 
Buffalo, N. Y., to Delaware, 
drew two salaries. One of being

of

KHRUSCHEV FORGOT 
TO BURY US 
Nikita Sergeyevitch Khrushchev, the man who said 
of the United States, ‘‘We will bury you,” died on 
September 11 without having been able to carry out 
his threat. The former Soviet Premier, who was ousted 
because he backed down in the Cuban missile crisis, 
died without being sure of a burial himself. 
He had 
lived 
in the hideous condition of an 
“unperson” since 1964, and his funeral became a 
problem for the present leaders. They finally decided 
to give him a grave in Moscow where lie “Soviet 
heroes, 
second 
class.” This was felt to be the 
reasonable thing all around. 
The cunning peasant rose* from the ashes of millions 
of others, many of whom he had sent to their death. 
As a top henchman and chief executioner for Stalin, he 
achieved the greatest possible feat, he survived. Just 
before he was dismissed as Premier, he was informed 
by an American correspondent that former President 
Herbert Hoover has just died. Khrushchev tartly 
remarked: “So what else is new?” 
It was his callous, brusk and often vile speech that 
lost Khrushchev the respect of nearly all the foreigners 
who knew him. Despite his snide remark, it was 
through 
Herbert Hoover that the United States 
distributed food in the Soviet Union in the 1920’s 
when 
famine conditions prevailed 
in 
large areas. 
Khrushchev may well have been one of those millions 
whose lives were saved. 
Khrushchev lived by his wits all of his life. He visited 
the United States September 15-27, 1959, and traveled 
across the country, ending with a visit to Camp David, 
where a new spirit of Soviet-American friendship was 
supposed to have developed. Khrushchev welched on 
his agreement to let President Eisenhower visit Russia. 
The shooting down of one of our U-2 planes in May, 
1960, which had been flying over Russia for two years, 
was a convenient excuse to end the “spirit of Camp 
David” and bar the Eisenhower visit. 
The only action during Khrushchev’s Communist 
Party leadership that qualified him as a statesman was 
his 
denunciation 
of 
Stalin 
as 
a 
murderer, 
an 
incompetent in military affairs and an unprincipled 
scoundrel who had brought immeasurable grief upon 
his countrymen. For this Khrushchev was denounced 
as a brazen opportunist. But he survived the attacks in 
1956 to become Premier in 1958. 
He brought on the first nuclear showdown in 
history, between the USSR and the USA, in 1962. He 
declared that the Monroe Doctrine was dead and he 
was right: he killed it by taking control of Cuba.

was

He 
once 
threatened to raze the Acropolis in Athens with atomic 
bombs. He personally presided over the shelling of 
Budapest in 1956. Despite his denunciation of Stalin, 
he followed in Stalin’s footsteps in foreign affairs by 
furthering Soviet imperialism. He was deposed because 
his methods were crude or ineffective, not because 
they were out of line with present Soviet purposes. 
True to its liberal image, American radio and TV 
interviewed the family whose farm Khrushchev had 
visited in the Midwest. What the family did not seem 
to realize is that Khrushchev would have taken their 
farm away from them and sent them packing to 
Siberia.

Sen 
Edward Kennedy and New York Mayor John Lindsay, 
Ted can afford to wait until convention time in 1972 and 
the mayor can't wait at all to m ake a run for the presi­ 
dency, 
A canvassing of governors here at the National Gov* 
ifrnors Conference and of Dem ocratic state chairm en at 
their Florida meeting m akes it clear Kennedy's nam e 
will be alive until someone else is nominated He com es 
up again and again, from Connecticut to California and 
into the Deep South. 
That California poll which showed him beating Sen. 
Edmund Muskie, 37 to 19, in the state was a stunner for 
a lot of party professionals 
Yet you can't find a Dem ocratic politician of stature 
who thinks Ted is going to m ove in the 1972 race in any 
way One western governor told me he believes Kennedy 
would not even like to be drafted at Miami Reach next 
July. 
This doesn’t mean that som e people in the Kennedy 
cam p are not itchy. Seasoned in other Kennedy races, 
they feel that the presently active cam paigners are rather 
generally inept, and that they could do it better 
But 
they are locked into a holding pattern. 
It's different for Lindsay, the D em ocratic new com er. 
He is known to lie playing with the option of plunging into 
the race early, instead of late as first indicated Several 
governors and state chairm en say privately, however, 
that he doesn’t really have an option, that he has to m ove 
quickly. 
The reasoning is that the m ayor can only be sold as a 
plausible candidate if he is willing to expose him self to

turns up virtually nothing for Lindsay, in hand or in 
sight, in such states as Alaska.

A canvassing of governors here at the National Gov­ 
ernors Conference and of Democratic state chairmen at 
their Florida meeting makes it clear Kennedy’s name 
will be alive until someone else is nominated He comes 
up again and again, from Connecticut to California and 
into the Deep South 
That California poll which showed him beating Sen 
Edmund Muskie, 37 to 19. in the state was a stunner for 
a lot of party professionals 
Yet you can’t find a Democratic politician of stature 
who thinks Ted is going to move in the 1972 race in any 
way One western governor told me he believes Kennedy 
would not even like to be drafted at Miami Beach next 
July 


This doesn't mean that some people in the Kennedy 
camp are not itchy. Seasoned in other Kennedy races, 
they feel that the presently active campaigners are rathet 
generally inept, and that they could do it better But 
they are locked into a holding pattern. 
It’s different for Lindsay, the Democratic newcomer. 
He is known to be playing with the option of plunging into 
the race early, instead of late as first indicated Several 
governors and state chairmen say privately, however, 
that he doesn't really have an option, that he has to move 
quickly. 
The reasoning is that the mayor can only be sold as a 
plausible candidate if he is willing to expose himself to 
the risks and rigors of a full race—which means running 
in primaries from March on. 
To hang back and hope for other candidates to falter 
before jumping in is seen by one sympathetic professional 
as “ too cute" to make broad impact in the party 
A Plains state governor here expresses it this way 
"People in this country are tired of an image They 
want to see the person. That’s the way most of these

Should Lindsay signal an early entry, his course w ill 
be difficult As previously reported, he is a long way from 
getting even a toehold in primary states like Wisconsin 
and Massachusetts, with sizable liberal elements A fresh 
run-through of Democratic governors at this conference 
turns up virtually nothing for Lindsay, in hand or in 
sight, in such states as Alaska. Georgia. Minnesota, Mis­ 
souri.

Utah This limited roster evidently is pretty representa­ 
tive of the whole list. 
As noted in a Florida dispatch, Lindsay might work 
up something fairly useful for him among Dade Countv 
liberals in Florida’s 81-vote primary next March 14 
Apparently the most combustible prospect he has is 
the June 6 winner-take-all primary (271 votes) in Califor­ 
nia.
